DETAILED ACTION 



Response to Amendment 

1 . Applicant's request for consideration of an amendment after final rejection under 37 C.F. 
R. S 1.1 16 is persuasive and, therefore, the finality of the last office action is withdrawn and new 
detailed action is as follows. 

Response to Arguments 

2. Applicant's arguments with respect to claim 8-14 have been considered but are moot in 
view of the new ground(s) of rejection. 

The Abe et al. reference (U.S. Patent No. 5,895,903) is added to specifically show the 
teaching of providing acoustic operating instructions. Further, motivation for combining Abe's 
teaching with the Kung (U.S. Patent No. 5,182,553), previously used, is clearly stated in Abe, 
which is to assist visually impaired persons (see col. 1, lines 50-54). 



Claim Rejections - 35 USC § 103 

3. The following is a quotation of 35 U.S.C. 103(a) which forms the basis for all 

obviousness rejections set forth in this Office action: 

(a) A patent may not be obtained though the invention is not identically disclosed or described as set forth in 
section 102 of this title, if the differences between the subject matter sought to be patented and the prior art are 
such that the subject matter as a whole would have been obvious at the time the invention was made to a person 
having ordinary skill in the art to which said subject matter pertains. Patentability shall not be negatived by the 
manner in which the invention was made. 
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4. Claims 8-14 rejected under 35 U.S.C. 103(a) as being unpatentable over Kung U.S. 
Patent No. 5,182, 553, previously cited, in view of Abe et al. ("Abe"), U.S. Patent No. 5,895,903. 
Regarding claim 8, Kung discloses a broadcast radio receiver set, comprising: 
a memory for storing operating instructions that are capable of being retrieved, through 
input selection, in any desired sections (col. 2, lines 19-49). 

Kung does not explicitly disclose operating instructions, that are able to be acoustically 
displayed via an output device. 

However, in a similar field of endeavor, Abe is evidence of operating instructions, that 
are able to be acoustically displayed via an output device (col. 6, lines 17-34). 

At the time of the invention it would have been obvious to one of ordinary skill in the art 
to have modified Kung to include audible operating instructions for the purpose of providing the 
user with an additional option other than to display the instructions due to a visual handicap or 
the like, as suggested in Abe (col. 1, lines 50-54). 

Regarding claim 9, which is dependent on claim 8, Kung further discloses the radio 
receiver set, wherein: 

a portion of the operating instructions is retrievable in response to an application of an 
operating voltage (actuating the "FUNCTION" key) (col. 6, lines 29-57). 

Regarding claim 10, which is dependent on claim 8, Kung further discloses the radio 
receiver set, wherein: the memory corresponds to a non-volatile memory (col. 2, lines 19-59 and 
col. 3, lines 52-64).

Regarding claim 1 1, which is dependent on claim 8, Kung further discloses the radio 
receiver, further comprising: 

a transmission devise for receiving one of the operating instructions and at least sections 
of the operation instructions from a central device (terminal apparatus (20)) (col. 7, lines 25-49). 

Regarding claim 12, which is dependent on claim 11, Kung further discloses the radio 
receiver set, further comprising: 

an operational control element for retrieving and outputting one of the sections of the 
operating instructions, the one of the sections of the operating instructions being adapted to a 
specific operating state of the receiver ("HELP 55 key) (col. 5, lines 1 to col. 6, lines 55, see Fig. 



Regarding claim 13, which is dependent on claim 12, Kung further discloses the radio 
receiver set, wherein: 

the operation control element permits a repeated actuation in order to output other 
sections of the operation instructions (selection of the "HELP" key permits the user to view 
instructions on a number of different receiver functions) (col. Fig. 2A, col. 5, lines 1 to col. 6,line 



Regarding claim 14, which is dependent on claim 13, Kung further discloses the radio 
receiver set, further comprising: 

a further operation control element, wherein:

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the operation control element and the further operation control element enable a section 
of the operating instructions pertaining to the further operational control element to be output by 
actuating the operational control element and by actuating the further operating control element 
(in response to actuating the "HELP" key, and then the "LOCK" key, information typical of the 
"LOCK" function is displayed) (see Fig. 2A, col. 5, lines 1 to col. 6, line 55). 

Thus it would have been obvious from Kung, in view of Abe, to obtain the invention as 
described in the claims. 

Conclusion 

5. The prior art made of record and not relied upon is considered pertinent to applicant's 
disclosure. 

Eichsteadt, U.S. Patent No. 6,060,979, discloses a call box apparatus. 

Crevits, U.S. Patent No. 5,509,059, discloses a method for the establishment in a 
communication system of a connection. 

Takahashi, U.S. Patent No. 4,682,368, discloses a mobile radio data communication 
system using a speech recognition technique.
